GLEANINGS ABOUT. POOTOO. 
; SNE G, Daily News.) 
+ Pootoo bids: fair, at Jest, to sasume the 
place in public estimation which was claim- 
wd ‘for it: by tho party who visited it some 
yeara ago, in the Ayrehire’Lass.° It’ has 
hardiy been « day without some foreign 
visitor during -the present. summer; and 


; several times a number have put the priest's 


hospitality to the’ test. ‘The following 
sketch, which has been kindly sent us by a 
correspondent, may “awaken others to a 
knowledge of the pleasure that awaile 
them :— Merge . 

- The Island of Pootoo, or as the Chinese 
call it, Pootoo’ Mountain, is the most eaat- 
ern of the Chusan Group ; and is divided 
from Chusan by a channel about a mile and 
& half across. called the Lien-hwa-yang or 
sea of water lilies.” In goneral appear- 
ance it is-'a bold rocky island of very. 
itregular. shape, Its. éxtreme: length. is. 
about three and a half miles, while inoue 
part it is almost divided by a high ridge of 
sand over which.the sea perhaps forces its 
way, in the niost boisterous weather. A 
Tidge of- hills exteuds through the island 
from.:N,E, to §.W. and’ branches ‘off in 


1 several places to the sea. Between. these 


branches ara several sandy. and pebbly 
beaches, A few. level spots under cultiva- 
tion appear here ‘and there, the mountain 
atreams being turned-to good account for 
irrigating’ them. The--N.H. side of the 
island, where itis exposed to the open 
Pacific, consists of bold rocky cliffs washed 
by the ocean waves which, in-some places, 
have. worn away the. rock and formed 
caverns, Tho highest point is in:the N; W, 
of the Island and.may possibly reach, 1,500 
feet. On its summit: is a lighthouse with 
@-large.oil lamp called the ‘sky lamp,” 
which the priests sey is lighted.during the 
‘Winter geagon when the greatest number of 
pilgrims visit the islabd. - The view from 
this peak is very extensive and well repays 
the ‘labour of ascending. -Two of -the 
ravines’ are tolerably well wooded, aud 
there are handsome trees aid groves in the. 
Vicihity of. some of the larger: temples. 
Hence the island presents.a somewhat less 
bare appearance than that which charao- 
terizes the rock-bound coast of .China “fur- 
ther south. Probably in ita most prosperous 
days every spot available on the-lill sides 
was brought under cultivation. 

Pootoo is one of the * seven sacred 
places.” It is entirely devoted to the religion 
of. Buddha, and especially dedicated to the 
Goddess Kwau-yin aa ita presiding Deity. 
“From: the many miraculous manifestations 
which have occurred there, from its con- 
nection with the history of Kwan-yin, from 
the. patronage given to it by Chinese Em- 
perors, from the peculiarity of its physical 
features, and- the. number of the natural 
curiosities to ba'found in different parts of 
the island; Pootoo is regarded with remark- 


{able reverence by ali devout Buddhists. 


In former times more than at present, 
pilgrims: have gone theré from very distant 
places, and if the priests.are to be believed, 
eyen Japanese and Coreaus used regularly 
tg‘visit this holy place, wliile Chincae Em- 

exors, aud especially. Kanghi, have made 
Tich ondowments and. spent large sums of 
money in building and repairing temples, 

The ‘history of Kwan-yin, the Chinese 
Goddess. of Mercy, in ‘connection - with 
Pootwo is characterised by the usual amount 
of absurdity which exists in the accounts 
of heathen deities, It appears that. Kwan- 
yin was originally the third daughter of a 
man of the Tsew-ling Mountains named 
Shi-kin: “By spiritual transformation she 
was again born as the daughter. of the 
King Miao-chwang, Growing up she re- 
fused.to marry, and waa therefore subjiced 
by her father to all sorts of, laboricws 
drudgery as o punishment, Finding. this 

id nob shake. her resolution, “her father 
ordered -her to be put to death. After 
many escapes and divine jpterpositions, she 
was at length stiangled with a long red 
silken cloth; but a large tiger instantly 
appearing, carried her corpse -away.to a 
foreat of black fir trees: . Her spirit visited 
Bades, and under the guidance.and proteo- 
tion’ of the kings of hell, she- visited the 
infernal. regions aud “saw thé forments 
which were being endured. These-kinga 
then ‘escorted her to Mang-po-ting, aud 
subsuquently by their orders she ‘was con- 
ducted buck to the forest of black fira, 
‘where ker ‘spirit was given back: to her. 
On awaking she saw. Buddha approaching 
her, riding on the clouds and making obeis- 
ances, After making himself known to 
her, Buddha commanded her to go. to the 
country of Yu (now: part of Chekiang), and 
live in the isle of Poo-too-yen: near: the 
southern seas, promising to call on the 
dragons ‘of the: earth to: create a water lily. 
stand ‘upon which she could. oross the sea, 
Arriving at Poo-too, a white tiger and the 
god Kea-lun assisted her-in preparing @ 
dwelling and grounds, while cight dragon 
kings tuck charge’of the rising tides day 
and night.. She lived in the isle of Poo-too 
nine years, and having already attained 
perfection, on one “occasion git the flesh 
from her arm to preserve hor father from 
illness.“ She also in a mysterions way 
seoured long life for all the people. ° Hav-| 
ing. converted the whole of her relatives 
and cultivated among. them the priticiples 
of ‘virtue, they ‘all ascended to heaven. | 
The Emperor, of-China seeing thay Kwati- 
yin’s merits -filled the. world, and that her 
miracles: were everywhere manifest, cano- 
nized her as thé - goddess of meroy and 
compassion, giving her a water lily for her 
throne and the sovereignty of the. isle of 
‘Poo-too-yen in the southern sea,

So devout are sonie of them, 
that noteven the entrance of a foreigner 
seems to distract thuit attention, Some of 
these recluses have the reputation of being 
very far advanced in the orders of Budd- 
hism, and thercby possess a great odour: of 
sanctity. ~ Several of them have burnt off 
one or more jointa of their fingers as vows, 
and if they meet with Foreigners able to 
converse with them they will cominence to 

roselytize, and gravely state that, since 
Foreigners never worship Buddha or burn 
incense to hit, or even repeat his sacred 
namne, their souls will transmigraté into the 
bodies of animals, atid will-never get rid of 
oxistence. | In tha larger temples the form 


of worship is more elaborate, The daily 
morning and evening devotions are a sort 
of parody upon our Christian Liturgical 
Services. On the 16th day of the moon 
Buddha himself comes ‘down - and is| 
more immediately present, so that’ the 
forms used at this timo até. much long- 
er than ordinary, -The ‘priests eyory- 
where make uso of the name of Buddha, 
on every occasion during conyersatiun where 
it in possible to drag it in. . Almost every 
sebtenco:ends with the four sounds repre: 
senting the name by which he is addressed, 
viz. O-mee-to-h-fa, the second syllable being 
drawn out to a- ludicrous length. These 
Priesta,are generally speakiug wost dirty, 
idiotic looking, miserable specimens of hu- 
matty. ‘They seem to have. been gathered 
from nearly all parts of China,.and to have 
adopted this lazy mode of existence in some 
céses to avoid the punishment of orime or 
debt. Here and thers 9 Canton man may 
be mot-with,” Une who speaks pidjin Eng: 
lish anknowladges that.he wag servant of a 
foreigner and. had shop in Shanghai-in 
the Btaloo, -but getting deeply in debt in 
his shop he had to abscond-and take refuge 
in this ‘holy island, which would thus aj 
pear to be a sort of Alsatia. It must reall ly 
require‘ some strong: inducement ‘to lead @ 
man to give up the outer world altogether, 
and live on coaras rice and cabbage, ; 
The island being given up entirely to 
Buddhist worship, is-free from all payment, 
of revenue to the {mperial Government, and 
is left under the control of the'Chief Abbot. 
His authority does not extend, however, 
to serious criminal cases, which have to 
be referred to-tha: district tmagistrate of 
‘Ting-hai. as . : : 
The temples are generally filthy and di- 
lapidated.’” Only ‘two or threo places which 
Foreignera ould care ta live in, are wea- 
ther tight, Eyen in thése places thero can 
be but little comfort, eapecially for invalids. 
Foreignera intending to atay avon only a 
few days on the island must take evary- 
thing they want in the-way of. provisious, 
fowls, cooking utensils and apparatus, etc., 
unless they are prepared to submit to the 
Baddhist regime, e 


THE FLT ISLANDS. s 
The following is an extract from a lotter 
sent to the Japan Times by'a recent visitor 
to these islands. a 
The town of Labeku is built close to the 
beech and-consists of about twenty. houses 
constructed by Europeans and inhabited by 
missionaries and. storekecpers: and gr 1B 
sellers. Ruggéd: hills 2,500. feet high, 
covered with rich verduro, rise immediately 
bebind the town. _ In-the valleys and gorges 
are native villages, the houses of which aro 
large and lofty. They are made of bamboo, 
The floors are covered with neatly made 


matting ; ora end of them -raised about a 
foot above the other to serve as beds.’ . The 
island is of basaltic rock. The luxurianca 
of tho vegetation,” its beanty and its value- 
to the natives would require a more elo- 
quent pen’than mino to do justice to’ it, 
Bread fruit, cocoa nuts, shaddocks, orauges, 
lemon, ‘pine apples, yams, potatoes, sugar 
cane, grow ia an abundance a hundred fold 
beyond the powers of consumption, and are 


also plantations of cotton and coffee. From 
the sea beach is gathered Béche de. mor, 
which ia shipped to Sydney and’ thence to 
China. : : 
Some two miles from the shore runs a 
coral reef forming a fine harbor, Its en- 
trance.is by a break in tho reef. wall about 
200 yards wide. It would’ almost seem it 
had been constructed by. buman design. In 
entering the natural harbor, the senses he-- 
come “dazzled and.drunk with beauty.” The 


waves of the ocean break. in wild and im- 
-poteut rage agaiuat the barrier, and then 
all is calm.- The varied lines of the water, 
from the white foam through all the grades 
of blue, green, and yellow, burnished by 
the ray of. a tropical sua, make a acene 
which 4 Turner would fail to depict. Tha 
teef may bo 10 feet wide-and 9 or 10 feat 
below the surface of the sea... In sailing 
over it in a boat, the mind is lost in a con- 
tinned wonder.: the water is. as, clear 03 
orystal, the coral is a forest: of. minatury 
trees, ‘endless in variegation of colura and. 
form ; little fish of rainbow hues.shoot and 


wing birds in the wild-garden bush of 
America. ele : 

The principal: Chief or King of the Fiji 
Islands, Thackambau, lives-on the island of 
Ovala, as- does‘ also his sscond sou. The 
old man may be 60 years ofage ; his hejght 
must bo 7 feet | his features are command- 
ing and expressive of ‘intelligence and dc- 
termination. The son is about 18 years of 
age, atands abont six feet high and is beau- 
tiful as “the God of. the wnerring bow,” 
Tn him Apollo'is again on earth, ‘Natura 
lo fece e poi ruppi Ja modelo.” - © 

Thackambau and his son dined on board 
in tlie saloon, aud it was astonishing with | 
what grace and ease they went through tha 
ceremony, They committed no gaucheries, 
Surely reflnoment of manners is hereditary: 
the white parvenu rarely.-attains it. The 
natives in general are ‘handsome, and, nut 
being burthened with clothes, their clains 
to be called so can be fairly judged. There | 
are two-varietivs of men in Ovala, thena- 
live Fijis ‘and the immigrants from the 
Touga isles. The latter are’the most intel- 
ligent looking and are uot so dark.in skin 
as-ate the Titens; for, while the former are 


of rich brown colour, the latter approach 
to black, ‘The natural colour of the bair is 
black; but they tan it toan orange colovr. 
by lime. It gives'a strange, yet not a dis-, 
agreeable appearance to'them, .Thefr man- 

ners, both Fijiens and Tongs pict, -are poe. 


lite, their. movements dignified and: chaste. 
The colour of the akin is mugh in favour of 
him who is termed the savage, for without -. 
clothing, he is. not e6 indelivate a looking 
animal ag.is the civilized whiteman, I re- 
member ‘Bishop Heber oxplains this fact 
very prottily: Please read what he saya on 
the subject in his “Travels in India.” The 
Fijians are fully aware of their natural ad- 
vantayes, as their universal comparison of 
the appearance of a white man to a ecraped 
pig, will amply illustrate. _ Before leaving 
Sydney I had some conversation with a gen- 


tleman who “had lived a long while in the- 


Fiji ‘islands, possessed estates there, and 
he, though young and handsorie, confessed” 
that the dusky dameels looked with no fa- 
vor ou the white skin, - I wished I had had 
arich brown skin; that is, while staying. in 
the Fijis. : 

The white man condemns the Fijian: be- 
cause he cares not to work. Why work 
‘when nature, without it, provides him with

from some company in Melbourne acoreditad 
‘to King. Thackambau, offering to take the! 
American debt to their account on ¢condie  - 
tion of réceiving an extensive grant of land, 
This. American debt arose through : soma 
stores having heen destroyed by the natives, 
The Americans demanded & compensation, 
(I. think) $80,000. “King 'Thackambawt 
having no dollars, the American Govern: 
ment seized one or more. of. the islands 
and intend to kept them if the debt be not.”
